How do you follow an elaborate 
song cycle of old English folk songs 
about love? Well, if you’re The De- 
cemberists, you apparently channel 
your inner Wilco. 

Yes, “The King Is Dead” is about 
as much of an about-face from 
2009’s “The Hazards of Love” that 
The Decemberists could manage, 
trading in broad epics for decidedly 
smaller alt-country stories with the 
help of R.E.M.’s Peter Buck on gui- 
tar and the gorgeous backing vocals 
of Gillian Welch. 

Head Decemberist Colin Meloy 
said that in the middle of the “Haz-

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ards of Love” tour, he wanted to sim- 
ply play some “normal songs.” Well, 
he has plenty to choose from here. 

What set The Decemberists apart 
from the rest of the indie-folk crowd 
were their ambitions — their desire 
to draw inspiration from unlikely 
sources, including Irish myths and 
Japanese folk tales. Remove those 


ambitions, and much of “The King Is 
Dead” could be from almost anyone. 

The lovely “January Hymn” is 
a simple delight, but it bears no 
distinguishing Decemberists marks. 
“Don’t Carry It All” sounds like 
Whiskeytown-era Ryan Adams. 
“Down by the Water” could be “Out 
of Time”-era R.E.M. And “Rise to 
Me” feels like Jeff Tweedy interpret- 
ing Neil Young. It’s unexpected 
to hear Meloy and friends at their 
most straightforward. 

“The King is Dead” is like a PB&J 
being delivered when you were 
expecting a wild Asian fusion tasting 
menu. It’s well built and dependable 
but still a surprise.

Hangover helper

The gargantuan 8 o -ounce beer towers at Divi- 
sion Ale House have made it a trusty meeting place 
for group drinking along Division Street. But when 
the beer runs dry and the next morning arrives, the 
Irish-influenced pub is up for the challenge of wip- 
ing away that hangover. When we heard a few new 
brunch dishes were up for grabs, we ventured over on 
a particularly rough Saturday morning to drown our 
hangover blues in some spicy blood mary mix. 

Server says: Skip the veggie omelet and go with 
the strawberry-topped Belgian waffle or the chila- 
quiles. Make the meal a deal by opting for the $20 
prix-fixe brunch, with the choice of one of the four 
brunch entrees and bottomless mimosas, build-your- 
own-bloody marys, juice or soda. 

We say: We’re glad we listened. The hefty tortilla 
strips in the chilaquiles ($9.95 a la carte) held up well 
beneath a tower of freshly cooked scrambled eggs, 
mild salsa, onions, sour cream and tender chicken. 
Seriously these things defied all logic by remaining 
crisp after 10 minutes under a pile of juicy chicken 
and toppings. 

Sweet stuff: The Belgian waffle’s ($9.95 a la carte) 
crispy edges and doughy center were played up by a 
sweet and sticky drizzle of maple syrup, modest help- 


ing of whipped cream and 
several fresh strawberries. 

Delicious? Yes. Filling? 

Not even close. Up the 
diameter a bit, please, so 
we don’t go home hungry 

Is it lunchtime yet? The 
bar’s regular menu is also 
served all day and the black- 
and-tan mac and cheese ($10) 
is more than worth skipping the 
traditional brunch items. The creamy 
cheddar cheese sauce spiked with Harp 
and Guinness is comfort food defined. 

Day drinking: The standard mimosa will do for 
bubbly fans, but the bloody mary bar is the real treat. 
Well-stocked with everything from veggies and 
cheeses to pepperoni slices, the toppings comple- 
ment the mix and your choice of three house-infused 
vodkas. Skip the ginger- and bacon-infused options 
and go for the pepper-infused, which gives the 
already spicy drink a nice kick. 

Crowd surfing: A surprisingly solid set of dressed- 
up parents and grandparents mix well with lackadaisi- 
cal 20 -somethings during the noon rush. Go any later 
and be prepared for loud sports on the TVs and an 


influx of early afternoon drinkers standing wherever 
they can find a spot to park. 

Bottom line: The entree options are diverse 
enough to satisfy most cravings, though nothing 
qualifies as unforgettable. For a low-key brunch op- 
tion with a kickin’ bloody mary or three on the side. 
Division Ale House serves it up right.

Long journey lacks emotional spark 


In 1941 a group of men escape 
imprisonment in Siberia and brave 
extreme cold and constant hunger to 
walk 4,000 miles to safety in India. 
The film stars Jim Sturgess (‘Across 
the Universe”), Ed Harris, Colin 
Farrell and Dragos Bucur (“Police, 
Adjective”), with Saoirse Ronan (“The 
Lovely Bones”) as a girl the band of 
survivors meets on their journey 

The buzz: This is the first movie in 
seven years for director Peter Weir 
(“Master and Commander: The Far 
Side of the World,” “The Truman 
Show”), who has long made mate- 
rial rise above a number of potential 
traps. That cast seems pretty random, 
though. 

The verdict: Unlike “127 Hours,” 


whose five-day ordeal speeds by, 

“The Way Back” feels as long as it 
should. Snow-covered trees, expansive 
mountains, intimidating desert; the 
film thrives on the brutal conditions 
of endless terrain, though a lack of 
narrative imagination means the story 
covers more physical than emotional 
distance. 

Weir articulates the yearning for 
freedom from a vast array of oppres- 
sors (including mosquitoes) and a 
sense of lingering guilt from the hard 
decisions involved in survival. 

For some, the more recognizable 
guilt will be your own when you 
grumble about five minutes in the
